No. 1573-G., dated the 13th July 1906, the Governor-General in Council 
announced that His Majesty’s Secretary of State for ТАМа had sanctioned 

۲۶ the introduction of a scheme for the reorganisation of the Political Department 

the Government of India. The main feature of the scheme was the estab» 
* lishment of a dual cadre giving different rates of promotion to members of 
the Indian Civil Service (including members of the Punjab Commission) on 
the one hand and to Military and other members of the Department on the 
other. This scheme which was of a tentative character only and now has been in 
operation for more than five years has in the opinion of the Governor-General in 
Council proved inconvenient and unsatisfactory and has failed to meet the 
legitimate expectations of the members of the Department. The position has 
further been complicated by considerable reductions in the strength of the 
Department which have been rendered necessary by the abolition of certain 
appointments in Rajputana and Persia. In the circumstancesand in view of 
representations which have reached him from various quarters, the Governor- 
General in Council has had under consideration the possibility of devising 
some alternative scheme which would at the same time remove the objections 
to the existing system and simplify the reconstruction of the Department on 
its reduced basis. The objects to be sought were, firstly the abolition of the 
dual cadre with its attendant anomalies and inconveniences, secon
